Iraqi Jets Carry 
Out Palace Raid 


BEIR U T, Lebanon (AP) — A 
power struggle exploded in Iraq

dad. 
All Americans Safe 
In Washington the State De­ 
partment received a report that 
Iraqi air force jet planes had 
attacked the presidential palace 
—home of Iraq’s ruling Socialist 
party high command. 
The de­ 
partment said all Americans in 
Baghdad were reported safe.

Foot Variation Can Lose Money 
* 
Montreal Fears Low W ater 
Threat to Future of Port 


MONTREAL 
(AP)—Low 
wa­ 
ter 
is 
threatening 
M ontreal's 
future as a port. 
This city's link with the At­ 
lantic, the St. Lawrence River, 
sweeps past 12 miles of docks, 
grain 
elevators, 
transit 
sheds 
and oil refineries. 
Engineers say the port needs 
a minimum w ater level of 35 
feet. The mean depth this fall 
has been 34% feet. 
“What worries us most is that 
these figures don’t represent a 
sudden drop, 
but rather they 
are the latest in a long trend,” 
says Capt. F. C. Oppen, assist­ 
ant port manager. 
The 
level 
has 
fallen 
three 
feet since 1844. It governs the 
size of ships and the degree to 
which 
they 
may 
be 
loaded. 
Often a variation of one foot in 
depth can mean the difference 
between profit and loss on a 
ship’s voyage. 
In the last two years many 
large ships of more than 32- 
foot draft have been diverted 
from Montreal to other ports. 
A num ber of others discharged 
part of their load before coming 
to 
M ontreal 
and 
sailed 
from 
here minus full cargoes. 
In the case of oil tankers, 
which get larger all the time, 
the 
w ater 
depth 
already 
is 
causing a surcharge on crude 
oil shipments. The rate on a ton 
of crude oil from the Middle 
E ast is 25 cents 
if unloaded 
downstream at Quebec City, SI 
if unloaded at Montreal. 
“The largest tankers no long­ 
er attem pt to navigate the river 
this far upstream ,” Option said. 
'“They discharge their oil 
at 
Portland. 
Maine, 
and 
it 
is 
shipped here by pipeline." 
Donald M. Ripley of Ottawa, 
the Federal Transj»ort Depart­ 
m ent’s chief engineer in charge 
of special projects, says the sit­ 
uation has been caused basical­ 
ly by enlargem ent of the ship­ 
ping channel. He sees a possi­ 
ble solution 
in some 
kind of 
rem edial works such as weirs 
or break w a t e r s downstream 
that would retard the flow of 
water. 
Harbert Land, chief engineer 
for the St. Lawrence shipping 
channel, said one answer might 
be a dam 80 miles downstream 
at the foot of Lake St. Pierre - 
a widening of the river almost 
midway 
between

and Montreal. 
“This could even be the best 
answer, if the ship companies 
accepted the delays that would 
be 
caused 
by requiring 
their 
vessels to pass through locks," 
he said.

The truth is the chosen repre­ 
sentatives 
of

party have been unwilling to use 
their clear majority of votes to 
adopt the recommendations of 
the President, either because the 
voters of the country do not ap­ 
prove or because the legislators 
have themselves mistaking^’ in­ 
terpreted the wishes of the peo­ 
ple. 
When a party in power under 
the parliamentary system fails, 
it is customary for the nation to 
turn that party out of power in 
an election called whenever the 
voters really demand it. 
Under 
the American system, there is no 
such way to fix respondbHity. 
It cannot be determined immed­ 
iately whether the President is 
at fault for having failed to ex­ 
ercise effective leadership within 
his party. 
Nor can it be deter­ 
mined for two years after an 
election whether Congress has 
really been heeding the voices

misconstrued

wishes of the people in holding 
up many of the measures pro­ 
posed by the executive branch of 
the government. 
It has often been argued that. 
in the United States, a President 
who cannot control his own par­ 
ty in Congress can look to tho 
opposition party to gain enough 
votes so that a “coalition" will 
form a majority and adopt his 
program. But the fact is (hat 
an 
unorganized 
“coalition” of 
Republicans and Democrats in 
both houses of Congress has ac­ 
tually emerged en several con­ 
troversial questions as an oppo­ 
sition majority to block passage 
or demand substantial cnanges ; 
In pending measures before they 
can even be considered for pas­ 
sage. 
The Democratic party in Con­ 
gress today, moreover, not only 
possesses a clear majority but 
controls 
every 
committee 
in 
both houses. In committees, too. 
a combination of two parties can 
block action and actually is do­ 
ing so today in many instances. 
So. for all practical purposes the 
coalition maiority is. in effect, 
repudiating the policies of the 
Democratic Dirty leader—Presi­ 
dent Kennedy. 
In other countries, this repu­ 


diation would lie accepted as suf­

But a foreign ob­ 
server would ask how a Presi­ 
dent can be popular if he cannot 
command a majority , in the na­ 
tional legislature. 
In off-year elections, when the 
names of the Presidential nomi­ 
nees are not on the ballot, a 
clear-cut example of a m andate 
is rarely furnished by the elec­ 
torate.

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When I visited "Slabsides” the 
woodland cabin of John Bur­ 
roughs, several weeks ago, 
I 
bought 
a 
little 
booklet 
from 
Elizalieth Burroughs Kelley, his 
granddaughter. It contains photo­ 
graphs and sketches drawn by 
Mrs. Kelley, who also does por­ 
trait painting. Some time ago, 
Mrs. Kelley sent me a very fine 
colored photograph postal card, 
published by Griffin Paper Co. of 
Kingston, showing "Slabsides.” 
To appreciate the location and 
the cabin, one must visit “Slab­ 
sides”. Julian, his son, wrote how 
Burroughs acquired the acres of 
craggy cliffs and woodland in 
his book. "The Slabsides Book of 
John 
Burroughs” 
(Houghton 
Mifflin, 1931). There are acres 
of land around this cabin, which 
I did not see. It seems around 
1895, Burroughs with the help 
of hired men, was able to drain, 
level and clear off growth, roots 
and stumps, and work it over 
until it was rich, and velvety

MONTREAL (AP) — Ignition 
of a mixture of propane gas and 
air caused the explosion that 
killed the wife and two daugh­ 
ters of Roland Haumont, a Que­ 
bec government chemist says. 
Bernard Peclet testified Tues­ 
day at an inquiry conducted by 
the Montreal fire commissioner 
into the Oct. 20 explosion that 
wrecked 
Haumont’s 
two-story 
home. 


Haumont, 
an assistant profes­ 
sor of French at Harpur Col­ 
lege,

been held without bail as a ma­ 
terial witness iii the investiga­ 
tion of the blast. 
The explosion killed his wife 
Sheilah, 44, and Iheir daughters 
Nicole, 17, and Leslie, IO. Hau­ 
mont and his son, Marc-Chris- 
tian, 13, were seriously injured.

Peclet, chief chemist at the 


provincial 
crime 
laboratory, 
said of the explosion: 
“It could have beeen triggered 
by a spark from the furnace, a 
spark from a light switch being 
turned on or off, by someone 
striking a match or by a flame 
from a lighter.” 
Haumont 
testified 
Monday 
that he had sealed off propane 
gas pipes leading to the base­ 
ment in June 1%2 because the 
family used electricity. 
Jean Keable, one of three fire­ 


men who testified Tuesday, said 
he smelled gas at the rear of 
the house while assisting in res­ 
cue work. 
“We walked over and saw a 
propane gas tank,” he related. 
“I placed my finger on the hole 
and felt the pressure of escap­ 
ing gas.

A bundle of old clothes ar­ 
rived Tuesday at the House Post 
Office and Civil Service Com­ 
mittee, which approved the pay 
raise bill a few w'eeks ago. 
Signed by the "Senior Citizens 
of 
Tioga 
County, 
Sabinsville, 
Pa.," 
an 
accompanying 
note 
said they hoped the old clothes 
"will help tide you over until 
you have time to vote on the hill 
which will give you a $10,000 
raise." 
The message was addressed 
to "members of Congress." It
